BERLIN, Oct. 8.—A tremendous row 
has been caused by the publication of 
the “ Memoirs” of the late Chancellor 
von Hohenlohe, which include extracts 
from his diary referring to the differ- 
ences between the Emperor and Prince 
Bismarck which resulted in the latter’s 
retirement. 

The Emperor telegraphed to Prince 
Phillip von Hohenlohe, who resides i 
Bohemia, censuring him for ‘“ eset

If Ohio Convicts the Corporation, 
Rockefeller Must Stand Trial.

CLEVELAND, Oct. 8—After a pre- 
liminary campaign marked by bitter 
fighting and alleged efforts to thwart 
Grand Jury action by, bribes, the Standard 
Oil Company will be brought to trial in 
the Probate Court at Findlay to-mor- 
row, charged with conspiracy in restraint 
of trade. 

If the prosecution of the Standard as 
a corporation is successful John D. Rocke- 
will be forced to stand trial on 
the same charge, which, if proved, car- 
ries a fine of from $50 to $5,000 and im- 
prisonment in the workhouse not to ex- 
ceed six months. 

It is regarded as certain that when 
Rockefeller is wanted in Hancock County 
he will appear in person and answer to 
the charges.’ His attorneys have promised 
to produce him. 

The present case is against the Stand- 
ard, not Rockefeller. His attorneys suc- 
ceeded in obtaining a separate hearing for 
him, although he was included In the in- 
formation filed against the Standard.

Scores didn't enroll because of their 
misunderstanding. It is a question 
whether all regislation officials were able 
to inform the perplexed Democrats that 
their wish to vote for Hughes had noth- 
ing to do with their ability to enroll, and 
thereby qualify to participate in the Dem- 
ocratic primaries next year. 

John Boyle, a Murphy follower in the 
Ninteenth lection District of the Twelfth 
Assembly District, was the first prisoner 
reported.

He tried to explain that it was 
an error; that he had lived in the Bighty- 
third Street house for years. But the 
challengers frightened him away, and he 
did not vote. This year he went to the 


place of registry to get things straight- 
ened out, and was arrested for his pains. 
Magistrate Whitman discharged Purcell. 
Because Thomas Spencer, living in the 
Olive Tree Inn in East Twenty-third 
Street, forgot the trouble he got into 
with the registration officials last year, 
he found himself in a box again this 
zeae.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 8.—Warrants

ELECTION BOARD ACTS 
AS THE COURT ORDERED 


Two Hearst Newspapers Get the 
Election Advertising. 


IMMEDIATE APPEAL TAKEN 


peas of Publicity Given by the 
Four Papers Chosen Not an Issue— 
Court Order Didn’t Mention That. 


Acting under the peremptory writ of 
mandamus issued by Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Greenbaum on Saturday, the Board 
of Elections rescinded yesterday’s reso- 
lution granting the official election ad- 
vertising to Tum Trmgs, Sun, World, and 
Staats Zeitung, as representing the Dem- 
ocratic Party. The Corporation Counsel 
has appealed against the decision, and 
application will be made to-day to the 
Appellate Division to grant a speedy hear- 
ing. THe Timps had been unanimously 
selected by the board. 

The four newspapers substituted are 
Mr. Hearst’s American, his Morgen Jour- 
nal, The Daily News, and The Morning 
Telegraph. The contract was only 
awarded from to-day, and the board did 
not take cognizance of the fact that the 
official advertisements have been al- 
ready published by these newspapers on 
thelr own initlative, 

Justice Greenbaum issued his order un- 
der Section 10 of the election law. This 
section reads: 

In the Borough of Manhattan such publica- 
tion shall be made in four daily papers, pub- 
lished in the Borough of Manhattan, which 
advocate the principles of the political party 
polling the highest number of votes in the 
State at the last preceding election for Gov- 
ernor, and also in four daily. newspapers, pub- 
lished in the Borough of Manhattan, which 
advocate the principles of the political party 
polling the next highest number of votes at 
said election. 

The section also provides that “in se- 
lecting the newspapers in which suoh 
publications ere to be made, the said 
board shall keep in view the objeot of 
givmg the widest’ publicity thereto.” 

The board did not convene until nearly 
8 o’clock, on account of the absence of 
Commissioners Dady and Maguire, who 
had not been legally served with the 
Judge’s writ. It was in executive ses- 
sion for half an hour, and then adopted 
a resolution read by President Voorhis 
rescinding the designation of The World, 
The Sun, Tue Timps, and the Staats Zei- 
tung as the official Democratic saewspa- 

pers for advertising purposes. 

President VYoorhis then moved the res- 
olution selecting The American, The 
Daily News, The Morning Telegraph, and 
Das Morgen Joufnal. Commissioner Ma- 
guire opposed it on the ground that he 
had just recelved word from the Corpo- 
ration Counsel’s office that an applica- 
tion was to be made immediately to Jus- 
tice Greenbaum for a rehearing of argu- 
ment on the order, and proposed an ad- 


journment until the outcome of this 


could be learned. 

President Voorhis wished to go on at 
once, but was overruled by the three oth- 
er Commissioners and the board took a 
recess until 4:80 o’clock. 

Arthur C. Betts, who was acting for the 
Corporation Counsel's office in the mat- 
ter, soon discovered that Justice Green- 
baum was not willing to grant a rehear- 
ing upon the papers before him, and as 
the matter had only come up yesterday 
morning, there had been no time to pre- 
pare a fuller presentment of the cor- 
poration’s case. It was decided therefore 
to drop the application for a rehearing 
and to appeal to the Appellate Division. 
A request will made to-day for a 
speedy hearing of the appeal. 

When the Board of Elections resumed, 
the resolution prgpoutns The American, 
The Daily News, The Morning Telegraph, 
and Das Morgen Journal again came up. 
Commissioner Maguire moved to substi- 
tute The Evening Journal for The Daily 
News. 

John D, Bogart of The Journal with- 
drew the application -for that paper. 
Pressed to explain this action, in view 
of the fact that Clarence J. Shearn had 
formally applied for the advertisement 
on behalf of The Journal, he explained 
that the paper could not.handle the ad- 
vertising and was not published on Sun- 
days. Commissioners Page and Maguire 
were inclined to hold The Journal to its 
application, but were overruled. Presi- 
dent Voorhis’s resolution was carried. 

Mr. Voorhis said to a Timms reporter 
afterward that the board had practically 
no choice but to act as it had done. He 
,0inted out that the meaning of the word 
Democratic was involved in the order be- 
fore the board. The board had been or- 
dered to designate papers supporting the 
candidature of Mr. Hearst, and. it had 
done so. The clause in the election law

Voters 
ought also to enroll for the primaries, 
The Democratic and Republican pri- 
maries were very important this year. 
The result of the Republican prima- 
ries in New York City was reflected 
in the proceedings of the Saratoga 
Convention. If the Democratic prima- 
ries ‘had been more largely attended, 
that is, if a great many more Demo- 
crats had taken pains to enroll last year, 
the result at Buffalo might have been 
different. But that is of the past. Pri- 
maries will be held next year, and we 
venture the prediction that the Demo- 
cratic primaries will be interesting and 
important. Democrats who have failed 
to register may regret it very keenly 
next year, when it will be too late. In 
order to enroll it is not necessary to 
sacrifice your political independence or 
to declare yourself a party man through 
thick and thin. The law requires the 
voter to make his mark in the circle 
under the party emblem of his choice, 
by so doing declaring that he is “in 
general sympathy with the principles 
of the party’ which he has designated 
by his mark, and that it is his “‘ inten- 
tion to support generally at the next 
general election, State or National, the 
nominees of such party for State or 
National offices.” It will be seen that 
the law does not require a declaration 
of intent to vote for all the candidates 
of the party he designates on his en- 
rollment blank. A general intention to 
support the nominees of the party and 
@ general sympathy with its principles 
constitute the qualification required. 


SENATOR TILLMAN’S “ RACE WAR.” 


In his speech at Augusta, Ga., re- 
ported in THs Times yesterday morn- 
ing Senator TILLMAN of South Carolina 
mingled with some good sense an 
amazing amount of reckless folly. It 
was good sense to put the prevention 
of the crime which is generally pleaded 
as the occasion for lynching before 
revenge for that crime; to recognize 
that lynching as a means of prevention 
has failed; to admit that in lynching 
the innocent suffer; and to propose at 
least one preventive measure, the ar- 
rest of vagrants, which involves no of- 
fense against the rights of individuals 
or of the community. The rest of his 
speech -was mostly incredibly foolish, 
and parts of it were wicked in their 
recklessness. 

It is folly in a Senator of the United 
States to predict, in a way that tends 
to incite, a race war “ beside which the 
Atlanta riot will pale into insignifi- 
cance,” to talk of the “‘ Republican Na- 
tional Government aiding and abetting 
that idea of political and social equal- 
ity on the part of the negroes which 
threatens such a war, to speak of riots 
jas “precipitated by the escape of 
| guilty men” in the cases of criminal 
assault, to proclaim that the country 
would be better off if all the roving 
negroes were “shot like wild beasts,’ 
and, in the same spirit, to declare that 
the white men of the South should go 
ahead and do what they believed was 
right in this matter, “regardless of 
hell.” Worse than the specific utter- 
ances is the tone of violence that per- 
vades them. If ever such an incalcula- 
ble as a “race war,” or any

THE BURDEN OF RICHES. 

Mr. RoCKEFELLER’s disclosures of his 
troubles in distributing the “ super- 
flux’ of his fortune will be made light 
of by the thoughtless, who will imagine 
that they have disposed of the matter 
by professing their own willingness to 
assume Mr. ROcKEFELLER’s burdens. 
But it is likely that those who talk in 
this way have no notion of distributing 
such a fortune if they possessed it. The 
fact evidently {s, when one comes to 
reflect upon the matter, that the burden 
is real, and that it is a difficult thing 
| to give away money with the assurance 
of doing the best possible, even with 
the assurance of doing good, nay, of not 
doing positive harm. 

Whatever may be said of Mr. Rockr- 
FELLER's methods of accumulation, no- 
body that we know of has ever ques- 
tioned his benevolence in distribution 
nor the wisdom of his methods in that. 
His recital of his troubles js both hu- 
morous and pathetic, and fully authen- 
ticates itself. His importunate visitors 
are of the kind to which every rich man 
with a reputation for generosity must 
| be exposed. They are more numerous 
and persistent, of course, in proportion 
to his riches and to his reputation for 
being “a cheerful giver,” which to 
many of them means a person easily 
parted from his possessions. Nobody 
can enjoy this reputation. The deter- 
mination not to be fooled co-operates 
with the determination to make sure 
the best use of one’s money. To carry 
out this determination means, on the 
part of a man whose benefactions are 
on so large a scale as those of Mr, 
ROCKEFELLER or Mr. CARNEGIE, @ SYS- 
tematic investigation which of itself, in 
such cases, must reach the proportions 
of an important business.

THE PARISIAN SUNDAY. 

M. CLEMENCEAU has shown in the 
| matter of the Sunday law the same po 
litical courage he has shown in other 
| matters. “ His critics maintain that in 
the matter of the Sunday law his cour- 
;age is foolhardiness. Yet he declares 
that he will enforce the law of “the 
weekly rest ’’ in all its strictness, “ since 
this is the only way to find out whether 
the law is really good or bad." We had 
a Police Commissioner once in New 
York who took this view of our Sunday 
laws, With results unfortunate for the 
party which made the law, though not 
for him personaliy. 
VELT had not and M. CLEMENCEAU has 
a direct personal responsibility for the 
unpopular law. 

Strictly speaking, the French law is 
of course not a Sunday law. It merely 
ordains a weekly day of rest for all 
workers for wages. It recommends 
Sunday by preference, but the recom- 
mendation is of no legal validity. What 
the workman can demand is only a 
day off every week at the convenience 
of his employer, and in many callings 
Sunday 1s precisely the least conven- 
fent day. A Paris paper observes that 
the chief effect of the law thus far has

on Sunday. The police are overworked 
in dispersing the ‘“ manifestants”’ who, 
having the day off themselves, choose 
to spend it in hooting the employers 
who keep their establishments open. 

The hotel keepers, the restaurateurs, 
the livery stable keepers, the wine mer- 
chants, and the cookshop men are all, 
it abpears, strenuously opposed to the 
law, and breathe out threatenings 
against its authors. But the chief pub- 
lic inconvenience at present seems to 
arise from the bakers. This last Sun- 
day the 1,720 employing bakers re- 
solved, although against the protest of 
some 800 of them, to close their baker- 
jes all day. This should mean that all 
Paris ate stale bread yesterday, and 
will continue to do so, with maledic- 
tions on the Government, for an indefi- 
nite number of Mondays to come. The 
bakers have notified their customers 
that they will not make deliveries on 
Monday, 

The political consequences of this 
legislation and of its enforcement may 
be more serious than a cause appar- 
ently much more important might pro- 
duce. Every tradesman who is put out 
of his usual course becomes an cnemy 
of the Government which has annoyed 
him. And already so grave and mod- 
erate a journal as the Débats denounces 
a law “which pretends to please the 
people, but which violates the national 
customs, takes no account of our mane 
ners, and tends to spoil Paris.” 


THE “TELEVUE.” 

To see by electrical means the per- 
son with whom one is conversing over 
the telephone Is the purpose of a de- 
vice announced simultaneously by two 
different American inventors, Mr. J. B. 
FowLer and Mr. Witiiam H. THomp- 
BON, who are keeping the complete 
details of the operation of their re- 
spective apparatuses to themselves, 
pending application for patents, Curi- 
ously enough, the name adopted by 
each for his invention is the “ Tele- 
vue.” 

Cassier’s Magazine for October gives 
some idea of the nature of the device, 
but notes that the scientist Nisco of 
Belgium has declared, after careful 
study of methods hitherto proposed for 
seeing at a distance electrically, that 
none of. them fulfills the requirements 
of successful operation. From a non- 
technical description of the present in- 
vention it would appear that a person 
seated at a telephone, by gazing into 
a projection similar to a hand stereo- 
scope at the side of the transmitter, 
may observe the outline of the feat- 
ures in their natural colors of the 
speaker at the distant end of the wire, 
or wires—there will be four of them, 
but eventually only two—used to ac- 
complish the whole operation. 

In most experiments for transmitting 
sight the sulphurous substance seleni- 
um, whose electrical resistance varies 
with the intensity of the light thrown 
upon ft, has been employed in divers 
ways. M. Nisco suggests a method 
which he thinks may prove ultimately 
successful. Roughly, the plan is as 
follows: A sensitive metallic net or 
screen is prepared, into whose meshes 
are introduced copper wires with a coat 
of wet insulating varnish; the surface 
is then filed smooth and covered with 
crystallized selenium. The wires are 
led into a cylindrical chamber, and 
brought in contact with a steel blade 
moving at the rate of 600 revolutions 
@ minute, which records in a micro- 
phone by means of an electric circuit 
the slight variations of Nght cast upon 
the screen by the telephonist. These 
are transmitted by a spark process to 
the screen at the recefving station, on 
which is cast the light of each spark 
in its varying intensity so as to pro- 
duce the illuminated image. 

While Cassier’s Magazine believes 
the scheme to be ingenious rather than 
practicable, it predicts that it will 
probably form the basis of effort by 
|numerous aspirants after fame and 
fortune in this field of invention.

Pedagogy. gests that the way to 
equalize the salaries of men and women 
who do the same work as teachers in the 
public schools ts not by raising the sala- 
ries of the women te an equality with 
those now paid to the men, but by cut- 
ting down the salaries of the men to an 
equality with those now paid to the wo- 
men. 

There {s a simplicity about that sug- 
gestion that will commend it to many, 
and an apparent economy that will de- 
light taxpayers of the class that are en- 
thusiastic over any plan that prevents 
the immediate expenditure of money, but 
our own opinion of the suggestion is not 
high, It rests on the assumption—which 
is, alas, that of the women teachers—that 
the equalization im question is just and 
should be brought about, The phrase 
“equal pay for equal work”™ hag an ad- 
mirable sound; it also has not a little 
sense—so much that work of the same 
quality, everything being considered, 
probably does receive the same pay the 
world over. “ Everything,” however, is a 
large word, and all that it fmplies and in- 
volves rarely does receive conscious con- 
sideration, while there is no end of cén- 
sideration that leaves out of the account 
several or many factors in a given prob- 
lem. 

That is the case, almost certainly, in 
this problem of dividing the part of the 
“wage fund” at any time available for 
teachers. That thousands and thousands 
of women make competent teachers I!s 
beyond question, and that many of them 
are better teachers than many men Is 
also indubitable, but there is some un- 
certainty as to whether the woman teach- 
er ever does exactly the work done by 
the man teacher, and the chances are 
that something more and better than 
masculine selfishness and prejudice has 
established the rule that the man shall, 
as a rule, get a larger pay. Of course 
the only justification of this Nes in the 
fact, if it be a fact, that the man teacher 
does work in some way or ways of 
greater value or benefit to the public 
than !s that of the woman. That, after 
all, is the problem, and a “ campaign” 
founded on the theory that it has al- 
ready been solved, against the men and 
in favor of the women, {fs not likely to 
end in a permanent victory.

CHANNING POLLOCK TALKS 


Says Other Citles Are Critical, but 
What New York Says “ Goes” 
in Stageland. 


The Playwrights’ League held its regu- 
lar monthly meeting in the Berkeley 
Lyceum Theatre, in West Forty-fourth 
Street, last night. The object of the 
league is not to elevate the stage, ac- 
cording to its President, Edwin Hopkins, 
but to attract the attention of managers 
to the products of playwrights which the 
league deems worthy of public recogni- 
tion. 

While this is the avowed object tn a 
nutshell, Ernest S. Jaros, one of the 
three members of the Special Committee 
on Copyright Revision, amplified the aim 
and scope of the cluo as follows: 

“By mutual criticism and self-help, we 
are working together in an attempt to 
bring out the best that ts in each. We 
hope to become recognized by managers 
as helping native talent, and we trust 
that plays passed through the leaguo 
will be fostered {n an atmosphere that 
will bring out their merit.” 

Channing Pollock was the principal 
speaker last night. He talked for an hour 
on “ The*Characteristics of Audiences in 
Differeht Cities,” and he began by say- 
ing: 

“This is the first audience I ever ad- 
dressed that had a chance to escape from 
me. The only time I ever spoke in public 
before was in Joliet Prison. When I 
had finished that time one of the con- 
victs remarked to me: 

“*I'm glad you did not start the way 
the Chaplain did last Sunday morning. Ho 
said: “I’m glad to see so many new 
faces here this morning! ’”’’ * 

In the course of his criticism on au. 
diences, Mr. Pollock said that English 
actors had at least one advantage over 
American actors in that they spoke Eng- 
lish. The Germans, the speaker declared, 
were excellent judges of the play and the 
opera, and this insight Mr. Pollock was 
inclined to attribute to beer.

Little Added to the Reputation of the 
Composer of “ Pagliacci” by the 
Music Performed. 


The first summons of the season to the | 


concert halls of New York was an early 
one, made last evening, when the Italian 
composer Ruggiero Leoncavallo, was first 


brought before the American public. How | 


far the occasion was intended to be a con- 
tribution to the real artistic edification 


Of music lovers and how far an attempt | 


to profit by public curiosity in the per- 
8onality of a man whose name appears 
frequently upon the bills of opera houses 


all over.the world is a question not difff- } 


cult to decide. 

Such a performance as last evening's 
has not much reason for being in a city 
where opera plays so large a part in the 
season’s musical activity. Mr. Leoncaval- 
lo is, first of all, an operatic composer. 
There were two pieces upon the pro- 
gramme not operatic in their nature; but 
the evening was chiefly devoted to the 
performance of fragments taken from 
theatrical settings and dependent largely 
for their effect upon theatrical sur- 
roundings and their place in a dramatic 
whole. 

Wagner violated all his principles in do- 
ing this sort of thing, in an effort to get 
his music in some way or another before 
the public; but Mr. Leoncavallo does not 
neeq to. Operatic managers are waiting 
on him, and he has only to produce an- 
other opera even remotely as successful 
as “Pagliacci’’ to have it properly set 
before the public in its scenic surround- 
ings, insiead of by a row of singers in 
evening gowns and black coats, white 
gloves and opera hats. 

It did not seem last evening as if the 
Italian composer had any important new 
revelation to make to this public. So far 
he has been, like Mascagni, a man of one 
opera, and having struck twelve in 
** Pagliacci,” as Mascagni did in ‘“ Caval- 
leria,” he has been quite as unable as his 
compatriot to repeat the success he has 
made with that. Nor did he show last 
evening that he has great qualifications 
to. impress this public as a conductor, 
even of his own music, as Mascagni did, 
who was given the opportunity to pre- 
sent some striking performances of his 
operas in their proper form as operas. 

Mr. Leoncavallo had brought over what 
Was announced as the orchestra of La 
Scala, but if it was difficult to believe 
before hearing it that the chief opera 
house of Italy had been despoiled of 
orchestra to make an American holiday, 
it was quite impossible to do so after its 
weaknesses and raggedness had been 
fully revealed. 

The programme last evening comprised 
selections from five operas: the orchestral 
intermezzo from his earliest work, ‘ Chat- 
terton,’’ containing a concerted 
Piece; solos and a duet from “ Zaza,’’ one 
of his later works; a septet from “I Med- 
ici,’”’ again one of his earlier productions; 
the overture and a duet from his latest 
and much advertised ‘‘ Rolando di Ber- 
lino,”’ called into existence at the com- 
mand of the German Emperor, and the 
prologue to ‘‘ Pagliacci,’”” which has long 
been familiar to New York operagoers

Conditions of Deed of Gift — Lipton 
Wants Assurance That He Won't | 
Have to Race Reliance.

The question of con- | 
ditions for the race must be settled by | 
mutual agreement, and the New 





York | 
Yacht Club: cannot possibly reach a mu-|! 
tual agreement when there is no challenge 
and no party of the second part to agree | 
with, It is not trying to, and cannot, pre- 
vent Sir Thomas from getting a race. | 
Neither is it stating the obvious fact that |! 
Sir Thomas is unequivocally declaring that 
he wants a race, but only on his own con- | 
ditions. This is the fact, nevertheless. 

By the terms of the deed of. gift under | 
which the America’s Cup is held by the 
New York Yacht Club as a perpetual! 
challenge trophy, a race for it must be! 
held when a challenge is:received. Nor can 
conditions for a race be determined before | 
there is a challenge. Provided any organ- 
ized and duly chartered foreign yacht club | 
challenges the holding club must race; | 
the conditions must be settled by mutual |} 
agreement. Failing to reach an agree- |} 
ment, specific conditions are set forth un- 
der the deed of gift. If Sir Thomas’s con- | 
— are unacceptable, these must ob-| 

n. 

The deed of gift declares: 

The competing yachts or vessels, if of one | 
mast, shall not be less than 65 nor more than 
90 feet on the load water line; if of more than | 
one mast they shall not be less than 80 nor, 
more than 115 feet on the load water line 

The challenging club shail give ten months’ 
notice in writing, naming the days for the} 
proposed races; but no race shall be sailed | 
in the days intervening between Nov. 1 and| 
May 1. Accompanying the ten months’ notice! 
of challenge there must be sent the name of} 
the owner and a certificate of the name, rig, 
and the following dimensions of the challeng- 
ing vessel, namely: Length on the load water | 
line, beam at the load water line, extreme, 
beam and draught of water, which dimensions | 
shall not be exceeded, and a Custom House} 
registry of the vessel must also be sent as soon | 
as possible. * * * 

The club challenging for the cup and the} 
club holding the same may, by mutual con-| 
sent, make any arrangement satisfactory to! 
both as to dates, courses, number of trials, | 
rules, and sailing regulations, and any and 
all conditions of the match, in which case also 
the ten months’ notice may be waived. 


| 

These are the conditions under which a | 
race can be procured. Now as to the! 
alternative in event of failure to agree. 
The deed continues: 

In case the parties cannot mutually agree 
upon the terms of a match, then three races 
shall be sailed, and the winner of two such 
races shali be entitled to the cup. All 
such races shall be on ocean courses, free from | 
headlands, as follows: The first race, twenty 
nautical miles to windward and return; the} 
second race an equilateral triangular race of 
thirty-nine nautical miles, the first side of 
which shall be a beat to windward; the third 
race, (if necessary,) twenty nautical mi 
windward and return, and one week day s 
intervene between the conclusion of one race 
and the starting of the next race. These 
ocean courses shal] be. practicable in all parts 
fer vessels of twenty-two feet draught of wa- 
ter, and shall be seleted by the club holding 
the cup, and these races shall be sailed sub- 
ject to its rules and sailing regulations so far 
as the same do not conflict with the provisions 
of this deed of gift, but without any time 
allowance whatever. The challenged 
club shall not be required to name its rep- 
resentative vessel until at a time agreed upon 
for the start, but the vessel when named must 
compete in all the races, and each of such 
races must be completed within seven hours. 

These conditions cannot be misunder- } 
stood nor a race avoided. Sir Thomas | 
evidently wants to be assured that he will;

GENERAL ELECTRIC SOARS; 


TALK OF STOCK ISSUE! 


ts Gain of 8 Points Yesterday, sie 


lowing Last Week’s Big Rise. 


NEW. CAPITAL IS NEEDED 


New Shares May Exceed $10,000,000 
and Carry Valuable “ Rights’ 
to Stockholders. 


A meeting of the Directors of the Gen- 
eral Electric Company has been called 
for Friday next to consider the question 
of offering additional stock for subscrip- 
tion by the _ stockholders. What the 
amount of the new issue will be, it was 
said yesterday in official quarters, has 
not yet been fully determined. The needs 
of the company, however, are said to be 
large, owing to the extraordinarily heavy 
business which it is carrying on,, and it 
may be that the Directors will determine 
to issue an amount of stock in excess of 
that which is now available in the Treas- 
ury, amounting to $5,640,000. 

To do this, of course, it will be neces- 
sary to call a special meeting of the stock- 
holders to authorize an issue of stock in 
excess of the present authorized total of 
$60,000,000. Should the Directors deter- 
mine to issue only the stock now in the 
Treasury, which would provide a 10 per 
cent. increase in the outstanding stock 
issue, no authorization will have to be 
asked from the stockholders. 

General Electric stock, which last week 
advanced 10 points, rose 8 points further 
yesterday, and its continued strength was 
accompanied by numerous rumors of ex- 
tra dividends and of consolidations with 
other companies. It was said among other 
things that the General Electric was to 
absorb the American Locomotive Com- 
pany and the Allis-Chalmers Company. 
All of these reports, so far as any official 
statement concerning them could be had, 
appeared to be without any foundation 
whatever. If any extra dividend is to be 
declared some of the Directors of the 
company have as yet received no intima- 
tion of such a step. 

A stockholder of the General Electric 
Company, who is in close touch with the 
management of the company, said that 
so far as he knew the only step contem- 
plated by the company likely to explain 
the great strength in the stock was the 
proposed increase in the company’s capi- 
tal. The new stock, it is considered like- 
ly, will be offered to the present stock- 
holders at par, as was the last issue. 
Tbe subscription rights under those con- 
ditions would have considerable value, as 
the stock is now selling above 180, an 
advance from about 166 to 183% having 
occurred since last Thursday. 

That the new stock will be offered on 
favorable terms is practically assured by 
the fact that it is known to be the policy 
of the Directors to give valuable sub- 
scription rights to the shareholders rath- 
er than to pay them extra dividends. The 
General Electric Company, it was ex- 
plained yesterday, prefers to go to its 
stockholders when increases in its busi- 
ness call for additional working capital, 
rather than to borrow money. from out- 
siders. At present the General Electric 
Company, it is said, needs a considerably 
larger working capital than it has at its 
disposal, on account of the very large 
amount of business which it is handling 
at present. Just how much I{s needed, in 


the estimation of the management, could 
not be learned yesterday, although the 
suggestion that the stock may have to 
be increased beyond the $60,000,000 Hmit 
indicates that a large amount of money 
is needed by the company. In some 
quarters it was said that the additional 
stock to be issued in the near future may 
amount to as much as 20 per cent. of the 
stock at present outstanding, which would 
call for close to $11,000,000. 

The General Electric Company is now 
paying dividends at the rate of 8 per cent., 
but its earnings have been considerably 
in excess of that amount. It was denied 
yesterday, however, that there is any 
thought of increasing the dividend rate. 
Even the peceness of an extra dividend, 
which might be declared without increas- 
ing the regular dividend rate, was said 
yesterday to be improbable, 


ILL. CENTRAL’S GOOD YEAR. 


The Road Earned Over $51,000,000 
Last Fiscal Year—A Steady Growth. 


The gross earnings of the Illinois Cen- 
tral for the year ended June 30 are given 
at $51,636,405 in the annual report of the 
road issued yesterday. Net earnings and 
income from investments and miscella- 
neous sources were $18,455,924. The 
émount available for dividends after pay- 
ment of fixed charges was $12,131,366. Of 
this total $6,652,800 was paid in dividends, 
$4,164,739 was appropriated for better- 
ments, and $1,313,826 was carried to sur- 
plus dividend fund. The increase in gross 
earnings for the year was $2,127,755, and 
net $770,257. 

During the past year the Memphis & 
State Line Railroad was incorporated on 
behalf of the Illinois Central to provide 
a line for carrying freight around the 
City of Memphis in order to avoid the 
heavy grades and congestion encountered 
on the present line through that city. 

Entrance to Nashville was obtained dur- 
ing the past year by the acquisition of 
the portion of the Tennessee Central run- 
ning from Hopkinsville, Ky., to Nash- 
ville, about eighty-four miles. Arrange- 
ments have also been made to obtain an 
entrance into the City of Birmingham by 
means of trackage arrangements and 
construction of new lines, The cost will 


be about $4,380,000. The freight terminals 
to be erected in Birmingham by the Illi- 
nois Central are estimated to cost when 
completed $1,120,000. 

In the betterment of the property there 
was spent during 1906 $3,664,517, in addi- 
tion to other amounts advanced for sim- 
ilar purposes to the roads owned by the 
Illinois Central. The reports state that 
the policy of improving the standard of 
maintenance was strictly adhered to dur- 
ing the past year. 


J, J. HILL ON THE ORE DEAL. 


Knows How Great Northern Stockhold- 
ers Will Benefit, but Won’t Tell. 


James J. Hill, on his return from Chi- 
cago yesterday, said that no occasion 
would arise for making any announce- 
ment regarding the ore deal which was 
closed last Friday, at the annual meeting 
of the Great Northern stockholders, to 
be held in this city on Thursday. The 
handling of the ore lands, Mr. Hill said, 
was long ago placed in his hands and he 
thought it would remain there awhile 
longer, although, he added, he was by 
no means desirous of looking after the 

matter any longer than need be. He 
would be glad, he said, to have the whole 
matter satisfactorily concluded. 

He said in reply to questions regarding 
the manner in which the benefits of the 
lease were to be conveyed to the Great 


Northern stockholders, that he knew the 
way in which that would be done, but 
that he could not say anything about it at 
this time. The current belief ‘is that the 
proceeds of the lease will be conveyed 
to the Great Northern stockholders 
through beneficial certificates which will 
be distributed to them. The lands are 
now believed to be held by the Lake 
Superior Company, which is controlled 
by the Great Northern Railway. This 
company was organized in 1899 and is 
said to ve earned during the first year 
of as operation about $1,000,000. These 
earni 4 have. since increased and 
amoynted last year to about $3,000,000. —

$2,212,997 LAST YEAR’ 


This Doesn’t Include Franchise) 
Tax Now in Litigation, 


GROSS EARNINGS, $21,937,944 


This Shows Short-Haul Business Is 
Overcoming Loss of Long-Haul 


Traffic Due to Subway. 


A deficit of $2,212,997 is shown in the 
| annual report of the New York City Rail- 


| way Company, issued yesterday. This is| 
ithe extent to which the road fell behind 


in the twelve months ended June 30 last, 
not taking into account the special fran- 
chise tax which is in litigation. The 
amount of this tax levied against the 
New York City Railway Company, after 


| deducting various franchise payments to 


New York City, was approximately $537,- 
000. Were this included, the deficit for 
the year would be increased to over $2,- 
700,000. Last year, without taking the 
franchise tax into consideration, there 
was a deficit of $2,796,942, and the year 
before of $1,396,771. 

The gross earnings of the system for 
the year amounted to $21,937,944, an in- 


| crease of $1,047,820 over the previous year. 


This increase of about 5 per cent., Presi- 
dent H, -H. Vreeland says in his report, 
realizes the expected recovery due to the 
fact that the short-haul business is rap- 
idly overconing the loss of long-haul 
traffic that has’ gone to the Subway. 
Real estate not needed in the operation 
of the road was further reduced this last 
year by the sale of several pieces upon 
which $516,000 was realized. The equip- 


iment of the company was increased by 


the purchase of twenty-five long open 
and twenty-five semi-convertible cars. 
In addition twenty-five large closed cars 


| have been ordered for @elivery this Fall.
